P(‘rliaps, the most uni(jue featuiv of this year’s exhibition 
is tli(‘ s('(‘tion relating* to the ])aintinij^s at the B>a‘d» (\aves in 
(Jwalior Stat(‘. Tlu* ]*eprodu(*t ions of ttie cav(‘ paint inji’s are 
]‘(‘riiarkabl(‘ in themselv(‘s foi- are the near‘(‘s1 repesenta- 

tions tliat have lu'en done of any wall paint inj^s in India. Tlu* 
copies of the Ajanta paintiiu.^s l)oth by tiriffiths and Lady 
lleri'in.u'liam ar(' mei*e imimessions and if anythinj;* ^ive a dis- 
torted version of the originals. 

The j)aiiitin^s now in th(‘ exldbition wei*e shown at the 
1 British Museum a shoi't while aj»-o and 1 Im‘ imi)r(‘ssion they 
produ('e<l on tlu* people of Hurope was immense. An emi- 
nent ai't ci'iti(* of international fame says of these |)aintin^s: 
“What is certain is that as works of art, they are beyond 
all pi'ai.se. As decoj'ative desii^ns they ai’e su|)erb, their colour 
is somethinjj' to remember. As exi)ressions of life and move- 
ment tli(‘y repr(‘.sent ]iot only a curious and fascinat injir culture 
or a ])articular moTnciit in the evolution of art, but have a 
!L»'enuinely uni-versal value.’’ 

The miniatui'c section at the exhibition has an interest 
of its owji and is as im])ortan1 anil attractive as one could 
hoj>e for. The collection loaned l)y the l^oona Bharat. Itihus 
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Shamshodhak Mandal is of j^rcat interest from tlie ailistie and 
historical points of view and contains some of the best examples 
of this period. The Pahari j)aintin<»s, commonly known as Rajput 
drawing, are [)articularly interesting and by the courtsey of 
the Tchri l)ur])ar and ]VIr. du^mohandas ]\Io<ly the Exhibition 
Authorities have been able to secure some remaikable exaTnt)les 
of this interesting school. I’he modern school is fully rei)resen- 
tative and with the exception of a few they are of a very hi^h 
order of merit. 

The ])resenl exhibition shows 1h(‘ diff(‘ient schools and the 
different stajujes of the development of Indian art and in shoi't, 
j)rovides the spectatoi* with a bried* history of the artistic de- 
velo])ment of the Indian nation.
